.Senator F 
:ernald of Maine in defending big' business takes 


what will be an unpopular stand in the estimation of most 
people, who, rightly or wrongly, are of the opinion that the 
great meat firms arc to a considerable extent responsible for 
the high cost of living. They not only cdntrol the meat sup- 
plies of the country, but are now said to be branching out into 
other lines of foodstuffs, with a view to I lie'ultimate control of 
the food markets of the nation. These men'claim that their 
profits "per pound" are exceedingly small, but they arc rolling 
u{) millions'rapidly and the people have a strong suspicion that 
they Are. being squeezed by these gigantic business concerns. 
.,', Aiid yet many, if not most, of Ihem will agree with Senator 
Feniald that management of the business by the government 
•is not the proper remedy for such abuses as arc believed Fto 
exist. He opposes two bills designed for the regulation of the 


'packers and pronounces them examples of 'stifling,,throttling 


legislation." He says these bills are a mere extension of the 
p'plicy that has failed In the handling of the railroads and the 
telegraph.and telephone systems, and is convinced that the 
majority of the people want no more of it. •. 
, 


When Senator Feniald argues that, doing business on.; 


large scale makes-possible large economics he takes a stand 
(hat 
is unassailable, But that does not prove that powerful 


combinations can not and do not use their power for control- 
ing business in a''manner which makes it highly profitable by 
compelling consumers to pay more for their products than 


• tliey should be obliged to. 
. 


^..There is no.doubt that the conduct of business on a big 


• scale is; when honestly conducted, beneficial to all concerned. 


• But when any business becomes a practical monopoly there is 


always danger that the men Ih'coiUror will improve the ..oppor- 
tunity to reap undue profits, and it is felt that this is what the 
packers have been and are still doing, nofhwilhsfanding all 
protestations to the contrary. 


•The mere fact that big houses arc doing business on a large 


scale Is not the cause of the complaints against them. It is the 
alnlse of the power their monopoly gives them that the people 
object'to, jiist as (hoy object to the abuse of cold storage. Cold 
storage is in itself a good thing and "big business" of any kind 
is a good thing'when honestly conducted, but when great ag- 
gregations of capital use their power lo extract undue profits 
from the consuming public there is complaint, and the com- 
plalnl is justified. 


Yet the remedy is not government;ownership, if we may 


judge from the experiments that have been tried along that 
line. Senator Fernald was right in pointing to the-govern- 
ment's management of the railroads and communication lines 
as a sample.of'what we should have to expect if the govern- 
ment wefe'to lay its iiimd to other kinds of business. . 


As this paper has more than once pointed out, a certain de- 


gree of government'control may be necessary in connection 
with transportation and other large business matters, but gov- 
ernment ownership and actual management do not constitute 
the propei1 remedy for Hie evils that exist. To that extent at 
least the Senator from Maine is absolutely right.
